



3 Unpublished Works 
Of Mark Twain Issued 


. BERKELEY, Calif., March 6 
(AP>— The University of Cali- 
fornia Press today issued 
three volumes of previously 
unpublished writings of Mark 
Twain. 

They are titled, “Satires and 
Burlesques, ’’’“Letters to . Pub- 
lishers,” and “Which Was the 
Dream.” 

The books arc the first of a 
14-volume series of Twain’s 
works to be culled from the 
university’s Twain collection, 
which has been at Berkeley 
since 1949. 

Henry Nash Smith, profes- 
sor of English, who helped 
edit the new series, said the 
book “Which Was the Dream” 
exemplifies Twain’s despon- 
dency in his last years. It 
deals with a man who dreams

his wife and daughter 
“taking a trip to nowhere 
a raindrop, . 

“Twain was an impulsive 
writer,” Smith said. “He was 
always working on . four or 
five stories at a time and con- 
sequently, when he died, there 
were many unfinished frag- 
ments.” 

Smith said a light piece in: 
“Satires and Burlesque” deals 
with the description of a ma- 
gazine salesman’s troubles at 
the Castle at Elsinore while 
Hamlet was there. \ 

pf “Letters to Publishers,” 
Smith said. Twain vents hid 
wrath, over thefeeling “he was 
being cheated and called ' hid 
[publishers some of the most 
inventive dirty names I’ve 
known.”
